"Mrs. Saoviile ia a very odd woman,"

A Pen Picture of Rochefort. 


Henry dc llochefort, the editor of 


the Lantcrnc, is a lineal descendant of 
the great de Rocheforts, whose warlike 
deeds and untarnished escutcheon have 
for centuries blazoned in the heraldry 
of France.

own right, but as a leader of the Com- 
munists he wishes to appear as a repre- 
sentative commoner.

temples. Hie mustache is gray, heavy 
and carelessly waxed. His imperial 
covers a square, positive chin and a del- 
icate hollow, where the guillotine in 
1870 nearly left its mark. His features 
are sharp, yet extremely aristocratic; 
his mouth is peculiar; the lips arc thir, 
and have the expression of either a 
very false man or a fanatic; his nose is 
slightly aquiline; his forehead broad 
and majestic; his eyes arc a clear, 
steady blue, with white lids and droop- 
ing lashes; his face is not pale, it has 
the hue of gray marble, and he is never 
seen without a smile.

Slate Pencils 


Troy Times. 


The hard, black German slate pencil 


has been superecded of late years by 
the round white pencil of clay slate. At 
the quarry near Castleton, Vt., about 
thirty-five workmen produce 50,000 
pencils daily, and it is proposed to in- 
crease the daily output to 100,000. 
Tho blocks when quarried arc sawed 
into pieces seven by twelve inches, split 
to a thickness of a half inch and 
smoothed by a planer. The block is 
passed under a semi-circular knife, and 
after having been turned over, tbe pro- 
cess is repeated. The result is fifty 7- 
inch pencils. A particle of quartz in 
the block would break all the pencils. 
They arc pointed by a grindstone, 
turned, assorted, and sent to market in 
boxes of 100.

On roiuming work at the Decalur coal 


shaft this morning the miners discovered 
the lifeless body of a man, apparently 60 
years of age, in the "aump" at the bottom 
of the shaft, which is over 608 feet deep. 
Toe body was taken out, and this fore- 
noon an inquest was held on the remains 
under the direction of Coroner Dinneen. 
.1 appears that the man, whose name is 
Uurphy, is foreman of a section on the 
Peoria, Decatur & Evansville Railway 
The depot police and other parties claim 
to have seen the man about the levee last 
evening in an intoxicated condition, and 
t is supposed he wandered about in the 
night in the region of the coaf shaft, and 
accidentally fell down the deep hole, his 
breath leaving the body long before he 
struck the bottom. The miners were at 
work in the mine last night, but were not 
near the shaft when the accident oc- 
:urred. The engineer claims to have felt 
lomething strifte the wire rope and heard 
in unusual thud about 1 o'clock this 
morning, and it IB believed this noise was 
made by Murphy's body falling down the 
ihaft. 


The body of Murphy was not mangled 


or disfigured. His left arm was broken 
>y the fall. As above stated the shaft is 
i08 feet deep, and at the bottom is the 
'sump" or cistern 
which receives the 


dripping water from the sides of the shaft. 
Murphy fell into the deep water, other- 
wise he mignt have been mashed to 


jelly on striking the bottom of the 


deep hole. 


The jury returned a verdict of acciden- 
al death, and recommended that Ihe 
Jecatur Coal Company enclose the top 
if the shaft for the protection of the 
public. 
The body of the deceased
